MOST  PEOPLE  won’t  listen  to 
a 15-minute  newscast  so  the  ev- 
ents are  compressed  into  five 
minutes  which  “gives  you  about 
as  much  news  as  you’d  get.  driv- 
ing slowly  past  a well-lighted 
newsstand. 

He  emphasized,  “You  can  get 
anything  you  want  from  Wash- 
ington. All  you  have  to  do  is  raise 
Cain  . . . but  be  sure  you  know 
what  you’re  doing,  because  you’ll 
get  it.” 

The  time  has  passed  when  “this 
nation  could  speak  and  all  others 
would  lie  down  and  roll  over,” 
he  said.  “Just  because  Khrush- 
chev backed  down  in  Cuba  “in 
our  backyard,”  thrust  Mr.  Ander- 
son, “doesn’t  mean  he’ll  back 
down  in  Berlin  ‘in  his  backyard.’  ”
